Miss Jane Addams of Hull house delivered 
the convocation address on “ Recent Immi- 
gration; A Field Neglected by the Scholar.” 
Miss Addams said the present method of 
dealing with immigration is antiquated. 

“ ‘The constant cry that American institu- 
tions are in danger,” said the speaker, “ be- 
trays a spiritual waste, not due to our in- 
‘fidelity to national ideals, but arising from 
the. fact that we cling to ideals when they no 
longer accord with our faithful experience of 
life; and that our political machinery, de- 
vised for quite other conditions, has not been 
readjusted and adapted to the changes re- 
sulting from our development. 

“The business man is in the saddle tn im- 
migration as he is so largely in other Amer- 
ican affairs. From the time he first makes 
the acquaintance of the steamship agent in 
his own village, at least until a: 
is born on the new soil, the immigrant is sub- 
jected to various processes of exploitation 
from purely commercial and self-seeking in- 
terest. The brokers in manufactured pass- 
ports send their client by successive stages 
for a thousand miles to a port to suit their 
purposes. The tmmigrants are taught to 
read well enough to méet the literary test; 
they are lent enough money to escape the 
pauper test. The sinister aspect of this ex-

Members of the Chicago Teachers’ federa- 
tion want the right-to sign petitions nom- 
inating members of the board of education 
and subsequently to vote for their nominees 
at the polis. They expect to seoure this right 
under the new charter and thus hope to gain | 
contro! of the school machinery. 

Today the 3,500 members of the federation 
are voting on a number of provisions for the 
new charter, framed by the officers and com- 
mittees of the federation. The ballots were’ 
mailed to the teachers yesterday. All of the 
propositions are expected to carry, with the 
emoeption of the proposal! to continue the 
present promotional examination system. 
Those unfriendly to the federation insist this | 
proposition was put on the ballot to give the 
teachers an opportunity to register a written 
protest against the system. | 

Says Teachers Would Control. — 

The. last but most important provision 
provides for the election of the board of edu- 
cation .by. the people; nominations by peti- 
tion; an election at large instead of by wards; 
and would give women the right to sign the 
petitions and vote. — 

“The enactment of such a law would at 
once give the board of education into the 
hands of the teachers’ federation,” declared 
a board member yesterday, “ and I would 
feel like writing an epitaph on the door of 
overt public school should such a thing . 


he ballots were sent out secretly. The 
provision calls for an. increase from 
$560 to $600 in the minimum salary for ele- 
mentary teachers after one year’s service. 
it further provides that after four years’ 
servieé the salary shall be $760, and after 
the seventh yéar $1,000, with an annual! in. 
crease of $100 thereafter until the maximum 
of $1,500 is reached. The present maximum 
is $1,000. 

The teachers further will ask the charter 
makers to incorporate a “charterlet’’ set- 
ting aside a certain percentage of the tax 
levy for a fund to be used exclusively for 
the payment of teachers’ salaries.

GRAND JURY EXPECT TO TAKE 
INDICTMENT VOTE TODAY. 


Investigating Body Hears Several Wit- 
messes, Some of Whom Relate Con- 
versations Which They Believe 
Throw Suspicion on Isaac N. Perry, 
Former Bank President—Loan and 
Insurance Told Of—Twe More Men 
to Take Stand, Closing Evidence. 


The grand jury tnvestigation into the 
charges of arson following the fire in the 
Chicago Car and Locomotive works on Oct.

The hearing has been peculiar in some 
features.

with the fire. Witnesses against whom 
charges of conspiracy have been made were 
cross examined by the grand jury. 


* Several Witnesses on Stand. 

The witnesses called during the day were 
Charles O. Austin, former vice president of 
the National Bank of North America, Luther 
H. Baldwin, former president of the Chicago 
Car and Locomotive works, and now presi- 
dent of the Baidwin Equipment company; 
William C. Hunt, former superintendent of 
the Hegewisch company, who resigned after 
the preliminary hearing against Perry be- 
gan; and City Chemist Hugo Jone. 


Mr. Austin testified in regard to the loan 


of $185,000 which the bank made to the old 
Pease Car and Locomotive company before 
Mr. Perry bought it in a court of bank- 
ruptcy—a loan afterward taken over person- 
aluy by Perry at the solicitation of the di- 
rectors, Mr. Baldwin told of the inflated 
property schedule and the raising of the 
insurance by Perry from $100,000 to $200,000. 
He also told of séveral conversations in 
ew Perry said he wished the plant would 
urn. 

Hunt told of the loss schedule which he 
was ordered to make after the $40,000 fire, 
and related several conversations which he 
regarded as casting suspicion upon Perry's 
actions the day of the fire. The city chemist 
testified in regard ‘to experiments which he

believed the second fire could have been start- 
ed at the same time as the first one after cer-

| THREATEN HIGHER RATES 


Mayor, Belief Is, Will Veto the 
Ordinance on Ground City 
Has Not the Money. 


The new ordinance giving the city fremen 
twelve. hours off duty out of twenty-four . 
was the subject of protest to Mayor Hacri- 
son yesterday by officers of the department 
and B. F. Rogers, representing. the insur- 
ance Underwriters’ essociation. The asso- 
clation’s fire committee will meet this morn- 
ing to make formal objection. and Chief 
Campion declares himself ready to asa the 
mayor's veto on the ground that the meas- 
ure ts a crippling blow to the efficiency of 
his force. 

Mr. Rogers told Mayor Harrison the prop- 
osition for a “two platoon’ system would 
blight the present prospects for an efficient 
department which insurance men have been 
struggling to secure for some years. He 
added that the change would mean an in- 
crease in the high insurance rates thet ob- 
tain already in the downtown district of 
Chicago. The resolution adopted by the di- 
rectors of the officers’ club of the fire de- 
partment were even more remarkable in 
their frank statement of the bad conditions 
now prevailing in the city engine houses 
and fire fighting equipment, end in their firm 
declaration to support the program of re- 
form mapped out by Chief Campion. 


Mayor’s Veto.tIs 

Mayor Harrison ts likely to veto the ordi- 
nance on financial grounds, and the meet- 
ing of the underwriters is called partly .to 
support him in this expected stand. The 
mayor declined to say what course he would 
pursue, but seemed to have little hope the 
$130,000 of extra funds that the new rule 
— require in 1905 could be raised by the 

Jy. 

“It is useless,” said he, “to try to find 
$130,000 lying around in some cupboard. 
Unless the Supreme court decides the water 
fund suit in favor of the city we shall not 
be able even to pay December pay rolls this 
year."’ 

The mayor added he had three weeks’ time 
in which to consider the firemen’s ordinance, 
as the council does not meet again till Jan. 
9. In the afternoon he recvived a protest- 
ing delegation consisting of First Assistant 
Fire Marshal Townsend, General Inspector 
Burroughs, and a dozen fire captains and 
lieutenants. These men told the mayor with 
no more new firemen than the ordinance 
grants—327—the present system of having 
but six or eight men in an engine house 
would be unpractical. Their arguments 
were not directed against the two platoon ” 
system In itself, but against the attempt to 
carry out guch a plan without an adequate 
increase in the force. 

Department Officers Oppose It. 

The resolutions presented by these firemen 
ran as follows:

world, so we may agein invite personally and 
officially, without fear of criticiem, brethren of 
the blue to visit us; be it, therefore, 

Resolved, by the officers of the Chicago fire de- 

rtment, assembied and representing the different 

ranches, marshals, captains, and lieutenants, 
notwithstanding our sincerity and the justice of 
our former requests for better pay and more 
leisure hours, That we give our loyal and hearty 
support to the fire marshal in his recommenda- 
tions, his desires, and in his good intentions and 
purposes; and be ft further 

Resolved (and for the foregoing reasons only), 
That the officers of the Chicago fire department 
walve any further requests or efforts for the time 
being which might tend to compromise in any 
way the improvements above mentioned; and be it 
also 


Resolved, That the officers of the Chicago fire 
department disclaim any attempt at’ coercion or 
desire for political activity or notoriety. 

Why Chief Campion Qbjects. 

“The twelve hour ordinance passed by the 
council will cripple the Chicago fire depart- 
ment,’’ sald Chief Campion. ‘It will seriously 
impair all discipline, and Iam prepared to tell 
the mayor the exact particulars in this mat- 
ter should he send for me while considering 
action on the ordinance, I have stated my 
position to the council committee and it 
seems to have done no good. I was con- 
sulted in no way, shape, or manner by the 
men who have been working for this meas- 
ure. If pipemen, truckmen, and drivers are 
going to run the department, of what use are 
the officers?” 


Defenders of Plan Explain. 

The other side of the case was presented 
in a statement issued in the evening by the 
firemen’s association. It was c¢ the 
great majority of the rank and file of the de- 
partment favored the two platoon system, 
and that “ respect for those in power ”’ is the 
only thing that prevents most of the officers 
from declaring in its favor.. 

“ The claim has been made,”’ ran the state- 
ment; “ that less than 10 per cent of the men

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John B. Lyon, a unique figure among the 
veteran members of the board of trade, 
died at his residence, 262 Michigan avenue, 
yesterday morning after an illness of two 
weeks. Mr. Lyon had been a member of 
the board of trade for forty-six years, join- 
ing immediately after arriving in Chicago, 
and had participated in more “ deals” in 
wheat and corn and had handled larger 
amounts of corn as a shipper than any other 
grain man in the west. Although of late 
years poor health had limited his activities, 
his last trades were closed out only on Mon- 


day. 


Between 1860 and 1879 the name of J. B. 
Lyon stood for immense deais in wheat and 
corn, straightforward honesty, and great 
wealth. In August of 1872, following the 
short wheat crop of 1871, Mr. Lyon ran a 
“corner” in the course of which the price 
soared to $1.62. The Lyon holding was esti- 
mated at 25,000,000 bushels, and stocks of 
wheat in Chicago were only 6,000,000 bush- 
els. The deal failed, however, owing to the 
rushing of new crop wheat to market and 
the passing of a large amount of damp 
wheat as No. 2 spring for delivery. When 
Mr. Lyon saw what was coming he sold out 
and the deal is said to have cost him $800,000. 

Preceding this deal Mr. Lyon had run sev- 
eral successful corners in corn in the mid- 
die ‘60s, in which he shipped the bulk of 
the crop to Buffalo for three successive 
years, and had the making of prices prac- 
tically his own way. It was his custom to 
charter all the boats available on the lakes 
and move corn east so deliveries could not 
be made. In 1869 he ran a wheat deal for 


profits were realized. Mr. Lyon handled 
so much corn in the "70s that the trade al- 
ways was watching for a corner. In 

he shipped 50,000,000 bushels of corn. , 

Mr. Lyon formed a nuniber of partner-. 
ships, but the firm name generally was J. 
B; Lyon & Co. until he entered business 
with Johy Lester, when the style was Lyon 
& Lester. Earlier hé was... connécted at 
different times with G. J. Boyne, new with 
Armour & Co., W. Meddows, and J. Swartz. 

At the time of his death Mri Lyon was 
engaged in the management of sugar plan- 
tations in Loulsiana, the oyster production 
of Mississippi, the timber and turpentine dis- 
tribution from Florida, Alabama, and Mis- 
sissippi, and was a large holder of real es- 
tate in Chicago and vicinity.

308 321 321 
Total killed and injured.42,619 49,531 55,031 


The casualties on American railways due 

to train accidents are increasing faster than 

the mileage, faster than the increase ig 
freight or passenger traffic, faster than the 

operating expenses or gross income, faster 

than the money spent on rolling stock or 

improvements, and faster than the total 

number of passengers carried. 

In 1903 the American traveler’s liability 

of death on railroads was in the ratio of 

six to one as compared with the traveler in 

England. This year’s startling increase in 

the number killed in the train wrecks of this 

country makes the discrepancy between the. 
safety on ‘Atmerican and British roads yet 

more disgraceful to us. ons 

The installation of the block signal sys- 

tem is acknowledged to be an effective safe- 

guard against train accidents, The most 

enterprising railroads in this country are 

adopting it; it is used almost universally in 

Great Britain. It does not absolutely pre- 

vent.accidents, but it does greatly reduce 

their number. 

_» “Dhe‘railroads have reduced thenumber of 
accidents among brakemen by the adoption 

of the automatic coupler. Congress, how- 

ever, had to force the adoption of the auto- 

matic coupler. Let congress now force the 

railroads to adopt the block signal. The 

railroads can afford to do this. Their earn- 

ings are increasing, even with the payment, 
of dividends on an excessively fictitious capi- 

talization. 


DO SOMETHING FOR ALASKA. 

The people of an unorganized territory, 
such as Alaska is, have to look to congress 
for legislation upon scores of subjects which 
are attended to by the legislatures of states 
or of organized territories. As congress 
does not take any interest in questions pure- 
ly local to Alaska, and as no political cap- 
ital can be made by legislating concerning 
them, they are persistently neglected.

Causes are at work 
which combine to produce a state of abject 
poverty and want among the natives, which 
must result in their extinction unless timely 
action is taken by congress. Unless provis- 
ion is made for salmon hatcheries the greed 
of the canners will exterminate that fish in 
Alaskan rivers and destroy one of the most 
valuable assets of the territory.

Wagon roads 
should be built with congressional aid. 
Lighthouses are required to make naviga-

There are only about 80,000 white men 
in Alaska, but the volume of trade carried on 
between them and the United States largely 
exceeds that of the 4,000,000 Colombians.

T is Prince Joachim of Prussia, cousin 
of the emperor, who is the real composer

Prussia whose works have been produced 
upon the stage. Thus, the late Prince George 
of Prussia wrote quite a number of German 
plays over the pen name of *“‘ George Conrad,” 
which have been successfully produced, not 
only in Germany but also in the United States, 
and vas even the author of a drama written 
in t 
French, sparkling with Parisian wit and 
brilliancy, which has had long rutis in many 
French theaters without either the actors 
or the public being aware that it was from 
the pen of a prince of Prussia. 


Prince Anthony Radziwill, whose death has 
just taken place at Berlin, was the head of 
the old Lithuanian hause of that name, which 
is represented in the nobilities not only of 
Germany but also of Russia, Austria, and 
France, one of its members, Prince Albert 
Radziwill, having married in New York a 
sister of Mrs. Eugene Kelly of that city. 
Another, Prince Constantine, married to the 
daughter of old Blanc, the founder of the 
public gambling establishment at Monte 
Carlo, has become through her a part owner 
of that institution,.and his eldest daughter 
has married into the De la Rochefoucauld 
family, her husband being the duke of 
Bisaccia. | 

The prince, who has just been gathered 
to his fathers, may be said to have - 
longed to the past rather than to the present 
generation. For he was the principal aid 


| de camp and the favorite attendant of old 


Emperor William, whose liking for him may 
be ascribed to the fact that he was the fa- 
yorite nephew of that Princess Elizabeth 
Radziwill with whom the old kaiser was so 
deeply in love, and whom he would have mar- 
ried with the consent of his father, King 
Frederick William III., had it not been for 
the opposition of the agnates of the house 
of Hohenzollern in the “‘ kronrath,” or coun- 
ceil of the crown, assembled to consider the 
matter. The late prince was married to 
Countess Marie de Castellane, and his death 
will place in mourning the whole Castellane 
family, including his nephew, Boni de Cas- 
teliane, and the latter’s American wife, who 
was Miss Anne Gould. 
The late prince may be sald to have'played 
a notable role in history. For it was to him 
that old Emperor William at Ems, in the 
summer of 1870, gave that message for the 
French ambassador, Count Benedetti, which 
, the latter construed as an affront—the af- 
ront inf question constituting the reason given 
for France’s declaration of war. Emperor 
Wiliam always denied that this message was 
intended as an affront, or even that it could 
be construed as such. The late Prince Bis- 
marek, too, expressed the same view, while 
of course Count Benedetti, the French am- 
bassador, and the statesmen of the French 
empire and afterward of the republic, were 
of a contrary opinion. In fact, the whole 
issue turned on the question as to the exact

Prince George has only one brother, Stan- 
islaus, by name, who jilted Countess Hen- 
rietta Chotek, sister of Princess Hohenburg, 
the wife of the Austrian heir apparent, on 
the eve of the date appointed the mar- 
riage. So great was the scandal resulting 
from’ his treatment of the young countess 
in the matter that he, too, was practically 
forced to leave Berlin and was placed on 
the retired list of the German army.

a AMONG THE NEW BOOKS. | 


“ON THE OLD ROAD THROUGH 
FRANCE TO FLORENCE ”’ is the fascinat- 
ing title of a book describing a lazy tour 
through France, across the Riviera, and 
down to Florence by the most beautiful and 
romantic route to be chosen. The first part 
of the narrative is by Henry W. Nevinson, 
the English war correspondent, and he takes 
the reader with him to San Remo where he 
hands him over to Montgomery Carmichael, 
who guides him to his beloved Tuscan town. 
Each knows his land well, and as he goes 
he discourses pledsantly and leisurely of the 
country, its beauties and people, its scenery 
and tts towns, with their castles and cathe- 
drals. The reader has a sense of traveling 
at will with the most delightful and accom- 
plished of companions, of stopping at night in 
pleasant inns, of gathering the fruit of fact 
and fancy, of drinking at cool wells, or of the 
rich vintage of the land. 

The romance, the legend, the history ofthe 
town Is told with engaging art. It is hardto 
say which part of the book one likes best, 
for Mr. Nevinson in France and Mr. Car- 
michael fn Italy are upon loved ground, and 
each grows enthusiastic and eloquent. There 
are forty-eight colored plates by A. H. Hal- 
lam Murray reproduced by a new process 
which brings out the tricolor effect beauti- 
fully.

Austria and Hungary. The minor subdi- 
visions of the cduntry are all appendages 
of one or the other of these major divisions. 
The principal tie by which Austria and Hun- 
gary are held together is their common chief 
executive, who bears the titles of “‘ Emperor 
of Austria, King of Bohemia, etc., and Apos- 
tolic King of Hungary.” In constitutional 
theory, and for the most part in practice, 
the emperor-king is the real ruler of the 
country—or rather of the countries—his min- 
isters being merely his advisers and agents 
and the legislature merely assenting to the 
laws of which he is the maker. 


To help him carry on the common business 
vf his kingdom the emperor has three min- 
isters—a minister of foreign affairs, a min- 
ister of war, and a minister of finance. The 
minister of foreign affairs is the head of the 
diplomatic service and also looks after the 
two kingdoms’ commercial and shipping in- 
terests abroad. The minister of war has 
oversight of the common army, provision for 
the support of which is made by the Austrian 
and Hungarian legislatures acting separate- 
ly. The minister of finance prepares the 
joint budget, apportioning the expenses of the 
joint administration, raises the quotas which 
the two parliaments grant him, expends the 
joint funds, and administers the common 
debt. Thecommon customs revenues are ap- 
plied to the joint expenses, and Austria and 
Hungary defray, in the proportion of 66 and 
34 per cent, the expenses which these rev- 
enues are insufficient to meet. As aggres- 
sive Hungary has at present more influence 
over the joint affairs of the two kingdoms 
than Austria, it has been wittily said that 
Hungary reaps 66 per cent of the benefits of 
the union, while Austria pay 66 per cent of 
the bills. The political union between the 
two countries is permanent, but their fiscal 
union is renewable at periods of ten years. 
It is called the ausgleich. 

The most marked peculiarity of the dual 
government is that it has no legislature. 
The functions of a legislature are performed 
partially, and only partially, by\ the “ dele- 
gations,’’ which are committees of the Aus- 
trian reichsrath and the Hungarian diet. 


. Each delegation has sixty members, forty 


of whom are elected by the lower house and 
twenty by the upper house of the legisla- 
ture which they represent. The two delega- 
tions meet at the same time and at the same 
place, one year at the Austrian capital, 
‘Vienna, and the next at the Hungarian cap- 
ital, Buda-Pesth, but they usually sit sep- 
arately. They pass upon the annual joint 
budget, superintend the common administra- 


tion, and may call the common ministers of 
the dual monarchy to account for abuses 
power or failure of duty. If the delegations 
are unable to agree concerning any 
after having communicated with each other 
in writing three times, they meet 
and, without discussion, settle the Matter by 
a joint majority vote. :

eight bishops, sixty-eight nobles having 
hereditary seats and large estates, ald 197 
life members, appointed by the emperor in 
recognition of special services to science, art, 
the church, or the state. The house of rep- 
resentatives is composed of 425 members, 
elected for a term of six years by five classes _ 
of people and representing al) the sixteen 
provinces of Austria. The consent of the 
chambers is necessary to treaties affecting 
the country’s trade, as well as to legislation, 
Financial and military measures must or- 
iginate in the lower house. Parties in the - 
chambers are divided mainly on racial lines, 
and their efforts are commonly directed, not 
to securing the adoption of broad and definite 
policies but to getting control of the legis- 
lative machinery for this or that race or 
group of races. There can, of course, be no 
true parliamentary government in a country 
where such a condition exists. Large powers 
are reserved in Austria to the landtags, the 
legislatures of the various provinces. | 
Besides the joint ministry of the dual mon- 
archy and the ministry of Austria, the em- 
peror-king has still a third ministry, that of 
Hungary. The Hungarian ministry haenine 
members, at whose head stands the minister 
president.

| MEWS OF THE THEATERS. | 


Spiering Quartet. 

_ The Spiering quartet inaugurated what is 
to be its final season in Chicago last even- 
ing in Music hall. Mr. Spiering’s decision 
to leave here next June for Europe, where 
he expects thereafter to reside, takes from 
he brave and capable organization which 
for a dozen years has borne his name its 
leader and chief moving spirit. Even should 
certain others of the members remain here, 
whoever replaces Mr. Spiering in the quar- 
tet will.of course the present name. 
The quartet has labored long, faithfully, and 
self-sacrificingly for the cause of chamber 
music in Chicago, and its achievements will 
ever have an important and honorable place 
in the record of Chicago's musical develop- 
ment and activity. 

The week before the holidays is not a fa- 
vorable time for the giving of a concert of a 
serious nature,. but despite this fact Music 
hall last evening contained an audience of 
fair size and the work of the quartet and 
its assisting musicians was listened to with 
close attention and received with expressions 
of hearty approval. 

The program co two selections 
neither of which had been heard before in 
Chicago. They were the string quartet in 
D major, op. 85 of Vincent D’Indy, and the 
plano quartet in A major, op. 30 of Ernest 
Chausson. An essentially French pair of 
compositions, and essentially modern. Both 
are the product of men prominent in the 
“new” school of France—the school of 
Cesar Franck. 

Of the two works the Chausson proved 
last evening the more satisfactory. Both are 


intensely difficult and both are of the type. 


that need to be heard more than once in order 
to be correctly judged. That the Chausson 
quartet has the power to please is certain, 
however—that the D’Indy puzzles was also 
established by last night’s hearing. The 
D'Indy impresses as made and unnatural 
in a great many places. It is written in the 
music-drama manner of chamber music— 
short, declamatory phrases evidently voicing 
some intense emotion, yet lacking all true 
meaning and significance to the listener be- 
cause the exact character of the emotion is 
not known to him. 

Of real melody, fluent and sustained, there 
is exceedingly little, and of really meaning- 
ful counterpoint there is none. It is all 
choppy. all harsh, and seemingly discon- 
nected. It begins in the middle of some ter- 
rible passion of soul, and never gets out of 
it nor apparently any further into it. It is 
the kind of music which, when first heard, 
leads the listener to wonder whether, if some 


| half dozen pages were accidentally lost, any 


one would miss them. There is no begin- 
ning, no logical development, no rationai 


gpite the fact that they were played with 
admirable care and finish by Mr. Spiering 
and his associates. The slow movement has 
something nearer approaching melodic beau- 
ty and musical clarity, and was last evening 
the really enjoyabie portion of the perform- 
ance. 

The Chausson number is more definite in 
charactér and manner. It has good, healthy, 
pregnant, thematic material, and is devel- 
oped with skit and with a virility and posi- 
tiveness which suggest inspiration on the 
part of the ee: There are good, broad 
melodic moments the work, and many of 
these are of decided attractiveness. The 
slow movement is impressively beautiful, 
and the third section of the work’ is rarely 
charming in its simplicity, grace, and deli- 
cate fancy. In the last movement passion- 
ate intensity has place, but it is convincing 
and brings the work to a brilliant and telling 


close. Mr. Ganz assisted Mr. Spiering, Mr. | 


William Diestel, and Mr. Herman Diestel in 
the quartet, and a performance excellent in 
tonal balance, in technical finish, and in in- 
terpretative completeness was offered. 

The vocalist of the evening was Herbert 
Miller, a singer not before heard here in pub- 
lic. Mr. Miller is a baritone who hails, it is 
believed, from New York, but who has re- 
cently become a Chicagoan. His voice is,a 
more than usually agreeable one, free, clear, 
and resonant, well produced, and commesd- 
ably used. He sings frankly, easily, and 
honestly, and in this day of shut up, artificial, 
“pretty ” tonal work such singing is a pleas- 
ure and a relief. He gave songs in English, 
German, and French, and, while his German 
has an occasional slight trace of the Ameri- 
can accent, his pronunciation and enuncia- 
tion were, as a rule, exact and delig 
clear. He is an addition to the ranks of goo¢ 
singers in Chicago, and his future appear 
ances will be anticipated with pleasum.

MANY KNOTTY POINTS SEEN 
IN TRIAL OF ACHINAMAN. 


Man Accused of Violating Exclusion 
Law to Be Arraigned—Death of Boy 
in Canada or America Involved. 


Lam Chee, 321 Clark street, will be plaeed 
on trial this morning on a charge of vio- 
lating the Chinese immigration laws. This 
is the only question in which the govern- 
ment is directly interested, but other phases 
have developed and there is a question as 
to whether the United States or Canada has 
jurisdiction in these points. 

Leong Dick, a Chinese boy, was imported 
into Canada and was to have been sent to 
Joliet, Ill, in a refrigerator car. When the 
car was opened in St. Louis the boy was 
found frozen to death in one of the ice bunk- 
ers. Papers on the body led the vern- 
ment officials to Leong Man, an uncle of the 
boy in Joliet, and ultimately to the Chica- 
goan. 

The questions which have suggested them- 
selves to Federal Attorney Elwood God- 
man follow: 

Who is responsible for the death of Leong Dick, 
who succumbed some time after he entered the 
refrigerating car at Windsor, Canada? 

Did Leong Dick die in Canada or the United 
States, and the authorities of which country are 
responsible for investigation into that phase of the 
case? 

Is Lam Chee in any way connected with the 
death if it is proved he was the agent through 
which the boy originally was imported into Can- 
ada? 

Is the refrigerator car to be considered a part of 
the United States or Canada, or neither? 
°Is Leong Man in any way involved in the death 
of his nephew if it is proved the uncle arranged 
with Lam Chee that his nephew might reach Jo- 
Met? 

The attorney says Lam Chee was to have 
received $500 if the boy had reached Joliet 
safely.

The recently established Louisiana Fire Preven- 

tion bureau has made its first report on the fire 
pratection in towns of that state. The report is in 
series covering Shreveport and Baton Rougs, and 
gives details as to streets, buildings, fire limits, 
building laws, electrical ordinances, water supply, 
and fire department. Concerning the conflagration 
hazard, the report does not make this of serious 
menace tn eithertown. In the case of Baton Rouge 
the principal recommendations for improvement 
are: 
The enactment of a standard building ordinance 
and also a standard ordinance governing the elec- 
trical installations. The amendment of the present 
gasoline ordinance to limit the amount of stored 
and underground tanks, the extension of the water 
works system to cover all residence districts, with 
nothing less than six inch pipe for the fire service, 
reserve supply hose for the fire department, and an 
addition of a second size steam fire engine. 

The Shreveport recommendations include the

Wheat Breaks Sharply at Opening Be- 
* @ause of a Sudden Slump at Liver- 
pool, but Selling Is Not Heavy—For- 
elgners Cover December Sales and 
Market Rallies, December Holding 
= Moderate Gain, May Making «a 

Slight Loss—Other Markets. 


A sudden slump in wheat prices at Liver- 
pool gave the bulls here a scare and the mar- 
ket itself a weak start, from which it never 


entirely recovered. The May sold as low 
as $1.10% at the opening, rallied sharply 


to $1.11, the previous close, but did not hold 
there, going out for the day at $1.10% sellers, 
@ net loss of %c. 

An important factor in the rally was the 
strength of December, which from lc under 
May at the close of change Monday sold 
to %c premium, advancing 2c from the early 
low point of $1.11% and closing at $1.10%, a 
net gain of %c. July lost %c. The buying of 
December was by two houses with European 
connections, and this gave rise to a theory it 
was covering by foreign shorts. This theory 
im turn gave birth to another one, to the 
effect that the Liverpool decline, which 
amounted to 14d,was forced to make a cheap 
market here for the aforesaid foreign shorts 
to cover on. The break there was attributed 
by Broomhall to offerings of Argentine 
cargoes, not by shippers of that country 
but by resellers in Europe, these offerings 
meeting a poor demand. 

‘Larger receipts in the northwest, 768 
cars. compared with 424 a year ago, con- 
tributed to the opening decline, but south- 
western receipts were much smaller, 107,- 


000 bu, compared with 542.600 bu, and the 


total at primary points fell considerably 
under last year’s figures 753.000 bu, com- 
pared with 1,077,000. bu. Reports of a dull 
fiour and cash wheat demand came from 


the northwest and from nearly every other } 


quarter The local demand generally was | 
slow, millers it was said claiming there was 
mo sale for flour and that they would not 
load up with more wheat, but two dealers 
100,000 bu, and there was a claim from 
Minneapolis the mills there would only shut 
down for twenty-four hours for the Christ- 
‘mas holidays, indicating a fair flour trade. 


One Market Higher. 


The strength in St. Louis, which market 
was firm throughout the session and closed 
Mec higher, was supposed to be caused by 
the adoption of the new rule affecting settle- 


‘ments on contracts in that market, and had 


a steadying influence on prices here. 


However, the character of pit operations |* 


had more to do with price fluctuations than 
anything in the news. Commission offerings 
on the early break were light, while pit trad- 
ers, who have often found selling om sharp 
breaks an expensive luxury, were not in- 
clined to sell much.

There has been a great deal of speculation 
concerning the possible showing that will 
be made by the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
company for the fiscal year ending with the 
current month. It is semi-officially stated 
the net earnings for the period ought te ap- 
proximate $3,225,000, as compared with §2,- 
900,707 for 1908. Such a showing would mean 
substantially 9% per cent earned on the 
share capital of $85,000,000, as against 8.80 
per cent earned on the stock last year.
